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1 . The documents cited on the IDS of 3/18/02 have not been considered 
because they were not supplied with the IDS and the examiner has no way of retrieving 
what appear to be US patent applications by docket number Submission of the US 
serial numbers is requested. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. The variables x and y are not defined in the instant claims. It is therefore unclear 
what they are to be. 

B. It is unclear what is meant by "in part" and "at least in part" of the instant claims 7 
and 8. It is unclear if only part of the definition of the fluorinated carbon fiber of claim 1 
is required or if only part of the claimed material or lubricant needs to be the carbon 
fiber. If the latter is the intended definition, it is unclear what the other part of the 
material or composition is required to be. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action, 

US Pat. No. 5106606 Endo et al. and US Pat. No. 4855091 Geus et al, are 
representative of the closest prior art considered by the examiner. There is no 
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motivation to fluorinate the fibers of Geus. Endo requires tlie hexagonal faces to be 
parallel to the fiber axis (abstract), which is contrary to the non-parallel nature of these 
faces in the stacked morphology of the instant claims.
